When we think of Kansas we 
have visions of acre upon acre of 
tall yellow com. We sec a tlat 
prairie which ia a natural farm 
tend for hundrada of miles. We 
spe a hard workinR an«i iirospt-r- 
oud people who are helping to 
feed the world. We see strong 
men and wmnen who I ave work- 
ed toi{ether through the terrible 
heat of summer and made the 
most ppili'ic farms in the worl.!, 
but we may not realize the fui: 
signifieanee of this splendid ach 
ievi'ini'iit 'if l.iUir 

Here are u few statistics about 
this state whoae proaperity at 
harvest time coneema ua idl so 
closely: 

■ Kaniaa women have voted on 

all m:iruripal affairs .since IS^7 
and huve had full suffrage since 
1918: haa but 2 percent of illit- 
eracy; h.-.s a death rate nf only 
ten to one thousand and has a 
prison population of only 740, of 
whom 111 |H>r cent were non-res- 
nieiits (if the state. 

Kansas'.s bank depoalts have 
increa.sed in the last ten years 
from lou million dollars to l;10 
million doUara. Her i>ute tax 
three years airo amountetl to less 
than .03f> an acre, on the aver- 
affe. The bond Indebtedness of 
Kansas ia less than ten cents 
each for ever>- person in the 
sUte. 

Twenty -eiRht counties (ii>i imt 
have a jail prisioner during all of 
1914. Forty-eight counties did 
not send a person to the peniten- 
tiary that year, Seveniy-eiRht 
counties did not have an insane 
patient last year. Twelve coun- 
tiea have not called a jury to a 
trial of a criminal case in years. 
Twenty oountiea do not have a 
priaoner i n t h e penitentiary. 
Kixhteen counties have no poor- 
farms and had but fourteen child 
ren taupers cared for by the 



state in 1914. 

I These are wonderful ilgurea 

i and should make us pause in our 
j every-day rush to consider. In 
the first |)lace it is the Kreatest 
'plea for the "hack to the soil" 
movement which could be imaj;- 
ined. Kansas is primarily an ag 
rifultural state and there is small 
, dan^'cr of a people in that mass 
I of growing grain, going hungry. 
Hunger is the parent of crime 
' and disease. What man with an 
empty stomach can be expected 
I to l eganl the niceties of our laws 
I which distinguish so clearly be- 
I tween mine and thine? 
; Another thing, which was not 
mentioned before, is that Kansas 
^ is a prohibition state and'all pris 
on experts agree that about 10 
per cent of crime comes through 
drink. There is a direct relation 
between drink and hunger. Nine 
' times out of ten the man with- 
out I'o'nI to .sustain him wiil pay 
his last dime fur a drink and 
with some reason. It warms 
,iiui strengthens him for a short 
time and gives him u false cour- 
age which he can easily mistake 
for the real thing. Poverty, 
drink and crime are so correlat- 
ed that It ii almost impossible to 
separate them. 

There is a atrong sentinu-ni in 
the West for equal suffrage. Not 
much (lilliciilty has luvn cxpt ri 
enced in getting it beyond the 
Mississippi. We think the reas- 
on lies in the fact that tlic wo- 
men of the U est hod the true 
pioneer spirit and stood ahouMer 
to shoiiMer with till' men while 
they cut and hewed and dug, 
showing their splendid courage 
and womanhi>'Ml in helping to 
>''ini|uer the wilderneas. 

The men have not forgotten, 
and woman has taken a ditTcn'nt 
stand than in the i^t, where 
the conventions and trappingi of 
lux'irv an ! ci\ ili. ation have part 
ly liestriivtHl her. The woman of 
the 'iwis who thought it a charm 
to be delicate and fra>ril<', t" 
Hcreum at a mouse and faint at 
the alighteat cause, is no more, 
but our men folk are slow at ad- 
jtuting them.Helves to the change 
Instead of greeting it with de- 
light, the<e -ame nu n «• em to 
•ee something strange and dan> 
gerous lurking l^hind it.

I lx>t them study the Kansu 
rec inl where women have taken 
part in the government for many 
yeara, and ponder.
